Good Progress 
With Threshing 


Although over a day was lost dur- 
ing the first week of threshing owing 
to high winds, rapid progress was 
made in reducing the large fields of 
stooks waiting for the machines. De- 
livery to the elevators was so rapid 
that by Wednesday night difficulty 
Was being experienced in finding room 
for all but those who had bins re- 
served and building of bins on. the 
farms has been pushed as fast as 
material could be secured, there being 
a shortage of the lumber generally 
used for this purpose. The preval- 
ence of windy days, while only stop- 
ping the machines for short periods, 
have made the work of the men more 
than usually difficult and numerous 
changes in the personnel of the 
threshing gangs has resulted in many 
instances. Most of the gangs have 
been able to retain a full complement 
of men most of the time, although a 
few have been running short-handed 
at times. There is a wide divergence 
in the grades being received, No. 3 
being the most prominent grade, while 
No. 2 is not so common. Low spots 
in fields are contributing considerable 
low grade grain, frost being one of 
the principal causes. It is consid- 
ered it will take the best part of 
another month to complete the thresh- 
ing even if good weather

Delay Opening 
Of Ag. Schools 


Owing to the delay in threshing in 
many districts in the province, it has 
been decided to postpone the opening 
of a number of the provincial agricul- 
tural schools in order to allow farm 
boys who are busy with fall work to 
attend from the beginning of the 
term, Instead of commencing work 
on October 2th as previously intended 
the Raymond and Vermilion schools 
of agriculture will open on Noveamber 
9th, and the Olds schoal of agricul- 
ture will open on November 15th with 
classes for the first and second years 
of the regular course. The time last 
at the opening of the term will be 
made up by shortening the Christmas 
vacation and extending the course for 
a few days in the spring. Students 
in the third year of the course at the 
Olds school commenced work 
Wednesday, October 19th. ; 


Proper Handling 
Necessary For Pelts 


There are thousands of trappers in 
Canada and all of them are engaged 
at one time or another diring the 
winter season in taking the pelts of 
wild fur-bearers. There is hardly a 
farm, village or a town in Canada 
that has not got its trapper or fur 
trader, Millions of dollars are dis- 
tributed each year among these per- 
sons as a result of the disposal of 
Canada’s annual raw fur catch. Last 
year it had a value of $15,072,244. 
A very considerable increase in the 
yearly value would be made possible 
were proper methods of pelt handling 
more widely known, 

Too many trappers think that once 
they have taken a skin nothing else 
remains to be done. Amateur and 
farmer trappers, which form more 
than half of the trapping fraternity, 
are the chief losers through this lack 
of knowledge in the handling of raw 
pelts, as poorly prepared pelts bring 
much lower prices than those which 
have been properly prepared. Lead- 
ing fur authorities have stressed the 
fact that in many cases up to one- 
half of the pelts coming to the raw 
fur markets fall into the unprofitable 
class and that every year there is a 
tremendous loss in pelt values that
